Rabbit Fever Can Have 


«Very «Serious ..“Results, 
“Although = It 


Is Easy 
Enough to Prevent 
UR local health authorities 
are receiving reports of an 
unusual number of cases of ral- 
bit fever this winter, though our 
newspapers were full of warnings 
early in the 
fall. The dis- 
easc is So 
easily pre- 
vented that 
one would 
expect a de- 
crease in the 
number of 
cases, but the 
reverse is 
true. 
Rah bit 
fever is a dis- 
} case primari- 
ly of wild 
rabbits, wild 
squirrels, and 
other rodents. It is carried from 
one animal] to another and some- 
times to humans by blood suck- 
such as lice. flies, and 
ticks, and perhaps by fleas. 

It, like plague. is a glandular 
trouble. The glands in the region 
of the infection are inflamed and 
frequently break down and dis- 
charge pus and blood. It is com- 
mon all over the United States 
and in some foreign countries. In 
the Central States, most of the 
eases occur in rabbits. In Cali- 
fornia aid the west, in ground 
and tree squirrels, and in wild 
rats and mice. 

Our most frequent cause of the 
disease comes from the handling 
of wild rabbits, particularly from 
skinning and handling the ab- 
dominal contents with the bare 
hands. Some fatal cases have 
ccecurred from eating the partly 
cooked meat of rabbits that were 
sick or found dead. 

The wearing of rubber gloves 
by those working with rabbits 
and the thorough cooking of the 
flesh will entirely prevent the 
disease in most instances.

i OCCURS in 

forms, the most common of 
which is an ulcerating sore ap- 
pearing on the hands and arms. 
This occurs from one to ten days 
after handling the diseased rab- 
bit, with enlargement of the 
glands in that region. 

The next most common form 
is an inflammation of the eye 
with swelling of the glands 
around the eye. This probably 
results from rubbing the eye 
while handling the infected rab- 
bit. 

Tularein.- is caused by the 
bacterium tularensi. In many 
ways it resembles bubonic plague, 
but the fact is, that plague is 
uncommon except along the sea- 
board. Also a history of having 
handled or dressed rabbits or 
squirrel will distinguish between 
the two conditions. 


After the first week. micro- 
scopical examination of the blood 
will make the diagnosis positive. 
The disease commences suddenly, 
usually within three or four days 
after contact, with fever, head- 
ache, chilliness, vomiting, and 
general aching pains. At the 
point of infection a little blister 
appears, which opens and leaves 
a@ small ulcerated area. In a short 
time the glands in that region 
become@painful and swollen. 

If the ulcer is on the eye ball, 
the sight of that eye may be de- 
stroyed. The fever continues. for 
two or three weeks, with rapid 
loss cf weight, irregular chills, 
sweats and great prostration.

ECOVERY is slow, the patient 

cften being incapacitated for 
several months. Death is not un- 
common, either as a result of 
blood poisoning or due to pneu- 
monia, or meningitis. The disease 
may be confused with influenza, 
blood poisoning, tuberculosis. or 
typhoid fever, but the historv 


- will help to disclose the source of 
trouble. ‘ 


The use of rubber gloves and 
care in not rubbing the eyes or 
face will prevent infection. Thor- 
ough cooking of wild meat is 
always advised. Until the last few 
months, we have not been in pos- 
session of any curative treatment, 
but I am glad to say that we now 
have a very successful remedy.

QUESTION: “I am eightcen, 
good-looking and naturally 
blonde. Now the trouble is that 
my hair is getting darker. It 
tends to be dry and I have been 
following your suggestions for 
hot oil shampoos every two 
weeks. Now someone tells me 
that oil of any kind darkens 
blonde hair. Is this true? How 
can I keep my hair soft and at 
the same time keep it light? 

—Jessie.” 

It is true that oil on light hair 
will make it appear darker, but 
the hot oil shampoo will not 
cause any trouble if you sham- 
poo thoroughly after the oil has 
vemained on the scalp for half 
an hour.

Owners of Utilities Securities Look to Floyd L.’ 
i, Carlisle to Effect a Compromise on Power |. | 
Rates With the Government 


ull 


ITH the controversy between 
Government and the utility 
companies waxing ever flercer, it 
becomes’ increasingly evident 


that one of the chief representa- 
tives of the power interests in 
the debate is Floyd L, Carlisle, 
perhaps the most important ex- 
ecutive in this field. 

Mr. Carlisle is head of the 
Consolidated Gas system and of 
the Niagara-Hudson Company, 
which stretches its control, not 
only over the Eastern seaboard, 
but also in the South and Middle 
West. Besides this, he is also 
president of the Edison Electric 
Institute, which he helped or- 
ganize three years ago to sup- 
plant the National Electric Light 
Association, which was in bad 
generally because of its publicity 
methods. 

The crux of Mr. Carlisle’s im- 
portance to the utility companies 
—and their stockholders—at this 
time is that he is a personal 
friend of President Roosevelt. 
Financiers and security. holders 
are crossing their fingers and 
hoping that he will be able to get 


power rates. Already he has sug- 
gested the “Washington plan” 
for New York State, and his offer 
is receiving consideration.
